I.  Program Description:
The Education Improvement Trust Fund was created and established in the State Treasury by the Mississippi
Constitution Section 206A for the improvement of education within the State of Mississippi.  This fund receives
monies from the Oil and Gas Royalties, Interest, Donations and Oil and Gas Severance Taxes.  Per the Constitution, the
principal of the trust fund shall remain inviolate and is invested according to MS Code Section 7-9-103.  Interest and
income derived from the investment of the principal of the trust fund may be appropriated by the Legislature and
expended exclusively for the education of elementary and secondary school students and/or vocational and technical
training in Mississippi.

The objective of the Education Improvement Trust Fund is to receive funds specified by Section 206A of the
Mississippi Constitution, to account and invest such funds according to MS Code Section 7-9-103, and to transfer
funds to the Department of Education - Fund 3202 to be expended exclusively for the education of elementary and
secondary school students and/or vocational and technical training in Mississippi.
